Rush  Medical  Colllege  was  founded  by  Dr. 
Daniel  Brainard,  just  two  days  before  the 
city  of  Chicago  was  incorporated.  Rush 
Medical  College  was  named  in  honor  in 
of  Dr  Benjamin  Rush,  the  only  physician 
to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 


1843 


Rush  officially  opened  its  doors 
beginning  with  a  class  of  22  students. 
This  was  the  first  institution  of  higher 
learning  chartered  in  Illinois  and  one  of 
the  first  medical  schools  to  open  west 
of  the  Appalachian  mountain  range. 


1960s 


Rush  becomes  Rush  Presbyterian  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  begins 
using  a  logo  inspired  by  the  early  religious  symbols  of  an  anchor  and 
a  cross.  This  logo  was  intended  to  convey  a  message  of  faith  and 
hope  for  those  at  sea  and  began  being  used  in  the  first  century.  This 
symbol  was  modified  in  1 969  to  look  as  it  does  today  to  remind  medical 
students  and  physicians  of  the  values  and  mission  of  the  institution.

Rush  breaks  ground  on  a  the  new  hospital 
that  will  open  in  January  2012.  The  14-floor, 
$575  million,  806,000-square-foot  building  will 
house  Rush's  acute  and  critical  care  patients 
as  well  as  surgical,  diagnostic  and  therapeutic 
services  utilizing  the  most  advanced  technology 
available.

Port-Au-Prince,  Haiti 

In  July  of  2010,  6  months  after  a  brutal 
earthquake  devastated  an  already 
impoverished  country,  Kartik  Sampath, 
Ankit  Mahashwari  and  Mark  Lazarus 
traveled  to  Haiti  to  spend  a  week  working 
in  a  medical  relief  clinic.  While  working 
with  little  diagnostic  equipment,  the  three 
students  were  responsible  for  debriding 
and  suturing  wounds,  performing  routine 
obstetric  care  and  conducting  medical 
checkups  on  people  who  had  chronic 
and  previously  mismanaged  conditions.
